_ It is safe to say that most of 
the aches and palns we suffer 
are not serious and should yicld 
reasonably quickly to home re- 
medics. 


Sound Slcep 


“Nervous” or emotional pains 
lke many kinds of head-acho 
can usually be treated with a 
mild sedative and.a sound sleep. 

Muscular pains ought to give 
way to embrocatlons, hot baths, 


massage and plenty of warmth - 


and rest. 

But such trentment ts safe 
only when the cause [s a simplo 
one, like too much — tenn{8 or 
gardening. If. there {s no. 
obvious cause you, should sce 
your doctor, 


For this reason I am _ not 
much in favour of home treat~ 
mient by infra-red lamps—which 
some people go in for without 
medical advice — to cure 
peralstent rheumatic pains. 


Such heat treatment js_sound 
under right guidance. But ft 
your pains are mufticient for. you 
to want {to so In for it they are 
ecrtainly suMcient to justify 
seeing your doctor first. 

Just as some aches and palns 
yicld to rest, others may yicld to 
exercise. But here again your 
best gulde is a medical man. 


Don't Be Afraid - 


It is not only persistent pains 
of course which need a doctor's 
advice. Any pain in the limbs 
which Juss more than two days 
certainly needs investlgatlon. 


Severe pains in the abdomen 
should receive medical atten- 
tion at once, even If they pass 
oft temporarily. . 


Sllphter abdominal pains and 
head palns that ¢o on for more 
than twelve hours should also be 
investl gated. 


Lastly, never be afraid of 
pain. Not only {fs it a blessing 
In disguise but nowadays its 
disguise {1 not nearly so fenr- 
some as it used to be.
